The men are insulated 
from electrical shock

Feeding Hogs 
On Garbage 
Now Unlawful 


It is now unlawful to feed 
garbage to swine, accord- 
ing toCommissioner of Ag- 
riculture and Industries 
Richard (Dick) Beard, The 
law became effective Octo- 
ber 1, 1971 and the only ex- 
ception is a person feed- 
ing his own garbage to his 
own swine, Beard said, 

The law applies to both 
raw and cooked garbage 
and states that “‘It shall 
be unlawful for any per- 
son, municipality, county, 
political subdivision, gov- 
ernmental agency or de- 
partment, institution, indi- 
vidual, partnership, cor- 
poration, association, oth- 
er entity or organization to 
feed garbage to swine,”’ 

Commissioner Beard 
said the law was passed in 
1969 in, order to control 
the spread of disease in 
hogs as well as in humans, 
Diseases commonly 
spread in swine are Bruce- 
llosis, Tuberculosis, Hog 
Cholera, Viescular Exan- 
thema, Salmonellosis, 
Trichinosis and others, 
Those that can be spread 
to man include Brucello- 

is, Tuberculosis, Trich- 

.osis, Salmonellosis and 

hers; Beard said. 

Dr. J. G, Milligan, State 
Veterinarian, said that a 
law was passed in 1953 re- 
quiring garbage tobe cook- 
ed before being fed to 
swine, In the period since, 
Alabama has had several 
hundred licensed garbage 
feeders, But itwasimpos- 
sible to enforce the law 
without having an inspec- 
tor present daily, Dr. Mil- 
ligan declared. So it be- 
came apparent that the only 
way to control the spread 
of diseases in swine was 
to prohibit all feeding of 
garbage, he added, 

Alabama :. in the final 
. ase of a national pro- 
gram to eradicate Hog Cho- 
lera and the elimination of 
garbage feeding is part of 
the overall program, Dr. 
Milligan explained,

Pointing out that 1972- 
crop barley is now being 
seeded in Coffee County, 
local farm program offi- 
cial, |.elon Weeks remind- 
ed growers that barley is 
included in the 1972 Feed 
Grain Program, It was 
not included in the 197] 
programs, 

Eligible growers who 
plan to participate in the 
1972 Feed Grain Program 
should take note that an 
acreage set aside will be 
required of between 20 and 
35 percent of afarm’sbar- 
ley base as well as of the 
corn and grain sorghum 
base, 

Inclusion of barley inthe 
1972 program means that 
the set-aside payments will 
be made, as they are made 
for corn and grain sorghum 
set-aside acreage, : 

The reminder that bar- 
ley will be included in 1972 
Feed Grain Program is 
also important because of 
the substitution provision, 
he said, 

Substitution permits a 
program participant to 
choose a crop best suited 
to his farm and market 
Operations and still earn 
payments and history cre- 
dit for the crop histori- 
cally grown on the farm. 

Barley growers who 
were not in the program in 
1971 were also remined that 
a set-aside requirement 
does not mean an acreage 
limitation on any crop. 

Full details of the 1972 
Feed Grain Set-aside Pro-

REPORTS ON CONSUMERS EXPLAINED 


Do you know the dif- 
ference between credit re~ 
ports and investigative re- 
ports? 

Regular credit reports 
are compiled and maintain- 
ed for the purpose of help- 


ing consumers obtain 
credit, says Miss Elizabeth 
Bryan, Extension home 


management specialist, 
Credit bureaus don’t make 
use of outside investigators 
who are sometimes used in 
insurance reporting. 

An investigative report 
consists of information 
about a consumer’s char- 
acter, general reputation, 
personal characteristics 
or mode of living, notes 
the specialist. The inform- 
ation is usually obtained 
through personal inter- 
views with neighbors, 
friends or associates of the 
consumer reported on or 
with other people with 
whom the consumer is ac- 
quainted, 

A credit bureau doesn’t 
normally compile this type 
or report. However, some- 


times an employment 
report made by a credit 
bureau will contain some 
investigative information, 

Miss Bryan adds that the 
information normally ac- 
cumalated in a credit re- 
cord consists of identity 
information - - name, ad- 
dress, marital status and 
social security number, It 
also includes present em~

HOUSE PLANTS 

With fall and winter ap- 
proaching, homeowners 
should prepare to bring 
inside potted house plants 
that have been outside all 


fully inspected for slugs 
and snails before being mo- 
ved inside, Plants should 
also be sprayed outdoors 
to eliminate sphids, red 
spiders and mealybugs, 

In winter, homes are 
tightly closed, making the 
atmosphere drier than out- 
side, Since this condition 
is not ideal for the growth 
of plants, everything possi- 
ble should be done to com- 
pensate for it, Someplants 
may need transferring to 
larger pots and some may 
need separating, 

If you do not have enough 
natural light indoors, ar- 
range for artificial lighting 
before bringing plants in- 
side, Use at least a 75 
watt bulb placed no more 
than four feet away and no 
closer than two feet from 


plants since they burn co-

bulbs,

Women protect more 
than just their own hearts 
and health when they give 


up cigarettes, according 
to the Alabama Heart 
Association, 


Citing a major study in 
Great Britain, the Asso- 
ciation says there is new 
evidence that mothers who 
smoke face a significantly 
greater risk of stillbirth, 
or death of babies shortly 
after birth, than do non- 
smoking mothers, The 
study revealed that smo- 
king during pregnancy 
harms the fetus by exert- 
ing a retarding influence 
on its growth, 

In another test of more 
than 2,000 mothers during 
a one-year period in the 
state of Washington, there 
was a higher incidence of 
miscarriages, stillbirths, 
newborn deaths and pre- 
mature labor among women 
who smoked than among 
nonsmokers, adds the Ala- 
bama Heart Association. 

But according to Dr. Jes- 
se L, Steinfield, Surgeon 
General of the United 
States Public Health Ser- 
vice, women have not been 
giving up the cigarette habit 
in as great numbers as 
have men, Dr. Steinfeld 
also has cited evidence that 
women have more trouble 
quitting than do men, The 
relapse rate of women who 


g0 back to tobacco is 38 
percent higher than,that of 
men, 

In the past four years 
alone about 10 million Am- 
ericans have given up cig- 
arettes, but women account 
for only 300,000 of this to- 
tal, It is additionally es- 
timated that the number of 
women in this country who 
presently do smoke cig- 
arettes is about 20 million, 

The 10 million who have 
been able to quit stand as 
proof, says Alabama Heart 
Association, that the effort 
is not as difficult as some 
make it sound, It can be 
easier if done in a group 
with friends, or with the 
help of such organizations 
as the Heart Association,

able from Alabama Heart 
Association is ‘‘Cigarette 
Quiz,” and ‘‘What Every- 
one Should Know About 
Smoking and Heart Di- 
sease,’ 

The Alabama __ Heart 
Association will not only 
help you give up smoking, 
but will help you to under- 
stand and to change other 
habits to lower your risk 
of heart disease. These 
risk factors include high
